POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Again, in 1965, the Police Department noticed a large increase 
in most of its activities. The accompanying statement indicates the 
increase compared to 1964. While the increase in many categories is 
large, we feel that the totals are not abnormal for a town whose popu- 
lation will rise to over 4000 in 1966. 

Perhaps the most difficult problem faced by the department is 
the ability to answer promptly and efficiently, the myriad of calls 
received on a 24hour basis, The standard or "norm" for manpower 
within a Police Department is one man per thousand population. In 
many towns of this area, conditions have necessitated an even higher 
ratio. We have been working with about one half the normal com- 
plement. An accurate census taken by town officials during the sum - 
mer of 1965 showed a population of just over 3500. 

The 1966 Budget as presented by the Department, represents a 
considerable study of our problems and requirements, It is also the 
beginning of plans to provide for the proper and economical handling 
of future problems, Many problems have arisen in the past year in re-~ 
lation to criminal investigation, Recent Supreme Court rulings and 
interpretations have dealt a tremendous blow to the apprehension and 
prosecution ofcriminals, We feel that the increase incrime nationally, 
is a direct result of these rulings. Proper education is now a virtual 
necessity for all police officers and particularly for those of us in the 
smaller towns who must have ready answers to whatever problems that 
may confront us. Chief Ball is continuing his studies in Law Enforce- 
ment at St. Anselm's College, and Officer Charles Webster has started 
classes this year, These courses are attended by the Officers on their 
own time. 

The activity statistics listed below are nearly self explanatory. 
Note the sizable increases in most of the activities for the one year pe- 
riod.

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REPORT OF VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


In case of fire, call the Londonderry Volunteer Fire Department 
432-3138 - Give @ good location of fire to whoever answers your call, 

Emergency calls received by 432-3138 are takenon the red net- 
work System over 7 strategically located phones, which in turn acti- 
vates the fire alarm system. 

The radio communications system has been increased by 50%, 
The increased efficiency of the department through the use of these 
units has proven itself by being able to communicate to each fire- 
fighting unit which has saved precious minutes and thousands of dollars, 

The men of the department have spent many hours of labor to 
raise funds for equipment, which include hauling 60,000 gallons of 
water, 

The outdated State Forestry Chevrolet tank truck, which was on 
loan to the Town, has been replaced by a 1952 Federal truck, which 
is also on loan to the Town, having a 200 gallon capacity tank that 
we converted to a 900 gallon unit. The conversion of this unit to a 
workable piece of apparatus was a great expense to the department. 

Repairs and improvements are continually being made to both 
Station #1 and Station #2 in the form of painting, construction of hose 
drying racks, and general maintenance, which is a credit to the Town. 

Currently we are engaged in a plan of activities including first 
aid, training films on various types of fire-fighting and an orderly 
weekly plan which will familiarize all department members with all 
their equipment, and proper methods of fire-fighting. 

Another successful year by the Department's participation in the 
Southern New Hampshire Muster League has been realized with the 
Londonderry Department taking 3rd Honors throughout the League which 
consists of about 24 departments. Training for these musters has in- 
creased the efficiency of the Department no end. 

The Londonderry Men's Club has turned over the Mayflower 
Grange Hall to the Fire Department, which will be offered to the Town 
as a community hall, General improvements to the hall will be made 
by members of the Fire Department through a self-sustaining Building 
Fund, 

The Ladies Auxiliary has continued to be of tremendous help to 
the Fire Department. They are striving to provide safety for each fire - 
man by purchasing personal equipment and maintaining the needed 
insurance, At this time, each individual fireman wishes to extend his 
sincere thanks and deep appreciation to each of the ladies for their 
unselfish efforts. 
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The appropriated budget for 1965was $3000; Actual expenditures 
were $5, 339, 42 as detailed below. The difference of $2,339, 42 was 
raised by the Department.

Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the thousands of 
vacationists that visit us every year love the State for the variegated 
woodlands that encircle ourcleanlakes andclothe the hills and moun- 
tains, Most of us appreciate thesevalues, but still there were enough 
careless people among us to cause over 880 grass and woodland fires 
to start in 1965, True this was a much dryer than normal year but 
this should have meant the use of extra care, Fortunately the fire 
fighting forces have held the line against such careless acts, It is up 
to each one of us to be ever mindfull that a spark or flame is a po- 
tential fire, 

WE MUST ALL BE CAREFUL: 

1. To teach our children the danger in lighting matches, 
2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car 
or while walking through fields or woods, 
3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town 
dump. If you must burn rubbish or brush; 
a, Always get a permit to burn from the warden, 
b. Start your fire late in the day after 5:00 P.M. 
c, If burning a fieldor brush have equipment and 
adequate help on hand, The heat from your 
fire creates its own draft to spread fire, 

Our carelessness with fire is costing our State and Towns thou- 
sands of wasted dollars in suppression and hundreds of acres of de- 
stroyed woodlands, Yours never to enjoy.

This report covers the calendar year of 1965, During the year 
approximately forty five building permits were issued for construction 
and remodeling and in each case the site involved was visited and 
inspected. 

Twenty-two trailers and their premises were inspected to de- 
termine suitability of surroundings and adequacy of water supplies 
and sewage disposal facilities, 

Throughout the year various lunch rooms were visited, their 
facilities inspected and the conditions under which food was being 
prepared and served were closely examined. Prevailing conditions 
were found to be excellent. 

Sixteen complaints were received, investigated and acted upon 
by this office. 

a. Six complaints -- homes with overflowing cesspools or 

septic tanks, 

b. Two complaints -- trailers parked without proper authori- 


zation, 

c, One complaint -- trailer park operating without a water 
supply. 

d. One complaint -- family living under filthy conditions, 


Family living in trailer on garbage strewn premises; chil- 
dren infected with lice. 
e. One complaint -- house unfit for occupancy, Extreme 
case of disrepair; house condemned, 
f, Several complaints -- against one farm emitting offensive 
and unbearable odors, 
In all of the cases listed above the undesirable situations were 
corrected or resolved in the best interests of the town and its residents, 
Many unscheduled visits were made to the town dump. It was 
always found to be in a "well-cared-for" condition: a credit to the 
custodian.

The agency 
will have no jurisdiction over any matter of local affairs. It will be, 
primarily, advisory. Two members of the regional planning agency 
shall be from Londonderry to be appointed by the Selectmen, 

15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and empower the 
Planning Board to approve or disapprove, in its discretion, subdivision 
plats showing streets or the widening thereof, or parks, and upon adop- 
tion of this article it shall be the duty af the Town Clerk to file with 
the Register of Deeds of the County of Rockingham, a certificate or 
note showing that the said Planning Board has been so authorized, giv- 
ing the date of authorization, as provided in Sections 19-29 inclusive 
Chapter 36 of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955. 

16. To see if the Town will authorize the Town Officers to sell 
remaining lots in Pleasant View Cemetery in plots of 2-4-6 and 8 
graves each, prices to be $20.00, $40.00, $60.00 and $80.00 and ask 
perpetual care of $100.00 a plot on the two and four grave lots and 
$200.00 on the six and eight grave plots. 

17. To see if the Town will authorize the receiving of all fu- 
ture Cemetery Perpetual Care funds on the basis of all interest accrued 
in excess of that necessary for the particular lot to be used for general 
cemetery up-keep. 

18. To see if the Townwill increase the Librarian's salary from 
$1, 300 to $1,550 a year, 

19. To see if the Town will vote to accept the following Trust 
Funds;

SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


The school system in Londonderry continues to be faced with a 
situation of such rapid growth that needs cannot be met without extra 
effort to keep abreast of this expansion. 

Figures show that the average cost of educating a public school 
student rose nearly 6% during the past year, The average school dis- 
trict is currently spending $395, on every elementary school student 
and $514, on each secondary school student. These figures do not in- 
clude construction, debt or school Saubfahelon costs, 

The Educational Cost Index rose 2.7% during the last twelve 
months, What cost $375, last year now costs $383, and teachers’ sal- 
aries have increased nationally 35.5% from $4,680 in 1959 to $6, 341, 
last year's average, 

The New England States, ranking third in the nation, have an 
average expenditure of $433. per elementary pupil and $563. per high 
school pupil. 

These figures may not mean too much by themselves, but if we 
compare our ownwith these we can feel proud of the job that London- 
derry is doing to provide a good education for its young people. 

We are planning for future growth and have laid out plans for 
more school rooms in the heavily populated areas, as well as planning 
for specialized training in the now existing complex, 

A Cooperative School Study Committee was appointed at the 
last school district meeting and this remains as such for three years or 
until an adjoining town petitions us, or vice versa, for annexation, 
The legislature has passed laws favoring aid to cooperative and area 
schools but some of these laws have not been fully implemented and 
all necessary funds are not available at the present time. 

The total enrollment of pupils in Londonderry (including second- 
ary) is fast approaching the 1,000 mark, The time has come when we 
need a nurse full time in our elementary school as her pupil load is 
higher than the state recommends, It may soon be necessary to em- 
ploy a full-time music teacher aswell as one for art and other special 
courses, Costs of administration and instruction as well as those for 
operation and maintenance are ever increasing with each new child 
enrolled, The enrollment of 578 in September 1964 was increased to 
660 by September 1965, 

The school board looks for support from each and every one in 
the effort to continue with the good education that this town is pro- 
viding for its young people, This is quite evident when we read the 
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honor rolls in the secondary schools where our graduates have selected 
to continue their education. Londonderry can be proud of the high 
percentage of its students attaining honors, 

We wish to thank the people of Londonderry for their help and 
understanding of the many problemswhich have faced us this past year. 
The look into the future presents a great challenge which we will meet 
as we have in the past,

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REPORT OF COOPERATIVE SCHOOL STUDY COMMITTEE 


Pursuant to Article #9 of the 1965 Londonderry School District 
meeting asamended, the moderator appointed twocommitteemen and 
the school board appointed one of their members to serve collectively 
as a committee of three to study cooperative schools as they may af- 
fect this district. 

The Londonderry School District was the only district in Super- 
visory Union #10 voting affirmatively to study similar articles last 
March, (Chester later voted to study a cooperative with Raymond, et 
al.) So preliminary planning and investigation with other groups never 
culminated, Through discussions of the Londonderry School building 
committee and school administrators in their groping for direction in 
overall planning, it was decided to invite Mr. Damon Russell of the 
State Board of Education to a joint meeting of the above group, this 
committee, the school boards of Chester, Derry and Windham, repre- 
sentatives of the Londonderry selectmen and trustees of Pinkerton A- 
cademy to discuss cooperative schools in our area, 

A vote of the district in any town abutting Derry (which is now a 
cooperative school district) is not necessary to study cooperative schools, 
However, the school board of an abutting town may request to study 
annexation to the existing cooperative, After study and the necessary 
hearings the local district would then have an opportunity to vote pro 
orcon, It is not anticipated that a request for annexation will be in- 
itiated by Londonderry in the foreseeable future, 

Statedly the reasons for a cooperative school are to 

1, Improve the educational curriculum offered 
2. Facilitate financing this improved education 
3. Facilitate administering education 

Basically a joint planning committee or board draws up articles 
of agreement which are discussed at public hearings and are approved 
by the New Hampshire Board of Education then voted upon at district 
meetings. The articles of agreement establish the following: 

1, Membership (what towns or districts are involved) 

2. Grades of school involved (usually kindergarten through 
12th grade) 

3. Name of new cooperative 

4, School board -- number and how distributed ( 1 per town 
minimum, 15 maximum) 

5. Property agreements (all school property deeded to co- 
operative with a credit toward town's share of cost) 
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6. General location of new construction (if planned) 

7, Basic apportionment of capital and operating cost (usually 
based on equalized valuation, average daily membership or a combi- 
nation of both and may be changed every 5 years) 

8. Method bywhich state aid is to be credited to each town 

9. Method of amending these articles of agreement 

10. Any special provisions (transportation cost if any, etc.) 
11, Date that operating responsibility transfers from school 
district to cooperative (usually July 1) 

Most of the educational advantages of acooperative school at the 
secondary (high school, junior high school) level are.the outgrowth of 
amassing a relatively large number of students (about 250 per grade 
minimum), This permits a complete and comprehensive program 
which may include art, languages, band, music, practical arts, phys- 
ical education, guidance etc., as well as the more basic subjects, at 
a per pupil cost that is accepted as reasonable. An athletic program 
may also be included that individual schools could not offer. A sep- 
arate junior high school offering a similar broad range of subjects at 
an earlier period in the student's development is likewise obtainable 
with a large enrollment. 

Since elementary schools are already established and would be 
continued or expanded on a neighborhood or community basis, the 
educational advantages offered by incorporating are found in the shar- 
ing of special educational services(music, art, remedial reading teach- 
ers, etc.) by several schools within the cooperative and the uniformity 
of curriculum and supervision. 

The financial inducement toincorporate into a cooperative school 
district is the increased state aid on school construction expenditures, 
for both future and the existing debts, An individual school district 
now receives 30% of the cost of construction in state aid; if two dis- 
tricts incorporate the state offers 40% and 5% for each additional dis- 
trict joining the cooperative up to a maximum of 55%, All building 
aid is subject to the review of the legislature each time they are in 
session. 

The upper limit of the bond indebtedness of a school district be- 
coming a cooperative is increased from 7% to 10% of the equalized 
valuation as a further financial inducement, The state guarantees to 
pay the whole of the principal and interest of anybonds which shall be 
issued, As an incentive to pre-existing school districts the state board 
will pay annually to a cooperative school district the following sums: 
$45 foreach pupil at the elementary level; $60 for each pupil in junior 
high; $75 for each pupil in high school, 
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Specific advantages that may accrue to Londonderry if it joined 
a cooperative school district are: 

1, Theexisting contract with Pinkerton Academy could pos- 
sibly be amended so that the cooperative would tuition the same pupils 
to Pinkerton Academy that the Londonderry District now is obliged to 
send on tuition; 

2. A comprehensive junior high school would possibly be 
available to our students at an earlier date; 

3. Thecost of providing a complete and comprehensive edu- 
cational program is less per pupil with a larger enrollment; 

4, The state aid currently offered is greater; 

5. The existing school bonded indebtedness of the town would 
be reduced by 10 to 25 percent as a result of state building aid to the 
cooperative; 

6. The teaching staff mayimprove and tend to remain more 
stable, 

The possible disadvantages or lack of additional advantages are 
best mentioned from a local point of view. 

1, Thetotal dollarsexpended bythe town for education would 
probably be greater-for a more comprehensive education, 

2. Atown's participation in acooperative school can onlybe 
dissolved by a vote of the legislature "on-petition. " 

38. "Home rule" would be somewhat curtailed with less than 
100% representation on the school board. 

4, Property including the existing schools would be deeded 
to the cooperative district with a credit toward cost, 

5. Inequality in property appraisal would affect the com- 
parative equalized valuation and town's share of the cost, 

6, We are currently sharing administrative and special edu- 
cational services on a regional basis through our Supervisory Union #10 
in grades 1 through 8, 

7, The Central School curriculum is continually being im- 
proved, with art and French being added this year; other intermediate 
grade programs will be added in the foreseeable future, 

8. Londonderry students have apparently not been at a dis- 
advantage in competing with other students in high schools or post- 
secondary schools, 

9, Our high school commitment with Pinkerton Academy 
has several years to run and we have been assured they will maintain 
their academic standards and expand if necessary to honor their present 
contracts with us and other surrounding towns,

The full effect of a cooperative school district involving London - 
derry cannot be foretold by these generalities, This committee does 
not approve or disapprove of cooperative schools in general, nor does 
it believe that a cooperative school is inevitable, 

The few conclusions reached by this investigation are: 

1. A cooperative school district would not necessarily im- 
prove the education we offer to our students at any level in the basic 
subjects: 

2. Educational enrichment could be improved and a cooper- 
ative school might be the only economic way of doing this; 

3, Other neighboring towns are not presently interested in 
investigating the pros and cons of incorporating; 

4, Concrete conclusions, including monetary, cannotbe 
reached until specific articles of agreement are drawn up; 

5. The school board can initiate a study leading to the pre-. 
sentation of specific articles of agreement within the next two years 
by Article #9 of the 1964 school warrant or at any time by annexation 
with the existing Derry cooperative,

The report of the Superintendent of Schools will avi toitow cue 
same format as in previous years but instead will give ‘niotination 
about the regulations of the State Board of Education which spell out 
rhe powers and duties of School Boards and Superintendents, 

REGULATIONS OF THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
Powers and Duties of School Boards 

1, Theschooi boards shalidetermine the salary and term of em- 
ployment of all teachers and shall elect them upon nomination by the 
superintendent, if they reject any nominations they shall require the 
superintendent to niake further nominations. 

2. They shall employ janitors and other employees required for 
the proper operation of the schools, determine their salaries and terms 
of employment and prescribe their duties, 

3, They shall authorize all purchases, 

4, They shall make suitable provision for the accommodation of 
pupils in approved schoolhouses and for proper transportation and shall 
provide that all school houses and outbuildings are kept in a clean and 
proper condition. 

5, Theyshall seasonably prepare a budget of school expenditures 
and before September of each year make suitable assignment of the 
school money to the various needs of the schools. In state aided dis- 
tricts accounts shall be kept as the State Board shall require and shall 
be open at all times to the inspection of the superintendent or any oth- 
er officer of the State Board. 

6. They shall hold meetings for the transaction of business at 
least once in two months and shall require the attendance of the su- 
perintendent. The secretaryshall keep awritten record of each meet- 
ing. 

7, They shall exercise all powers and perforin all duties vested 
in and imposed upon the school board by law or regulations of the State 
Board which are not committed to the superintendent or by them ex- 
pressly delegated to him. 

8, They shall, upon recommendation of the superintendent and 
in accordance with the regulations of the State Board, determine the 
subjects of instruction for each of the several grades and the school 
time to be devoted to each subject. 

POWERS AND DUTIES OF SUPERINTENDENTS 

1, The superintendent of schools of each union shall be nomi- 
nated bythe joint board of the union and employed by the State Board 
of Education. He shall give his entire time to the performance of the 
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duties prescribed by iaw and by the regulation of the State Board. As- 
sistant superintendents shall be employed in thesame manner and sliall 
devote theirentire time to the performance of the duties delegated to 
them. 

2. He shall enforce or cause to be enforced the rules of the school 
board, the regulations of the State Board and all laws relating to the 
school attendance and employment of children and illiterates, He 
shall report to the proper officers violations of the laws of the state or 
of the regulations of the State Board relating to the administration of 
the public or private schools or affecting the welfare of children. 

3. He shall direct and supervise thework of all teachers and jani- 
tors and shall have all powers necessary to make such direction ef- 
fective. 

4, He shall nominate all teachers in accordance with the law 
and the regulations of the State Board, subject to such rules governing 
salary, term of employment, etc,, as the school board shall determine. 

5. He shall select and purchase textbooks and all other scholastic 
apparatus and supplies in accordance with the regulations of the school 
board and the State Board and see that the same are suitably distributed 
to the schools, accurately accounted for and economically used. 

6, He shall keep such records and make such reports of his do- 
ings, the condition of the schools and the financial standing of the 
districts as shall be required by the school board or the regulations of 
the State Board. | 

7. He shall remove anyteacher or other employee of the district 
found by him to be immoral or incompetent, or who shall not conform 
to the regulations legally prescribed by the State Board of Education, 
or by the school board, 

8. He shall provide for temporary vacancies in the teaching force 
and shall have authority to secure fuel or other supplies immediately 
needed for the operation of the schools, if the school board shail fail 
to provide them. 

*9. He shall admit in accordance with the laws of the state and 
the regulations of the State Board pupils to school attendance. He 
shall assign them to such classes and grades as he finds their prepara- 
tion warrants, shall advance them in accordance with their capacity 
and attainments and shallrecommend to the school board their gradu- 
ation when they have completed the program adopted for the school. 

JOB ANALYSIS 

A job analysis sheet for the Superintendent of Schools and the As- 

sistant Superintendent of Schools has been worked out and presented 
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to the Supervisory Union School Board, This job analysis attempts to 
define the duties of each school administrator and is printed here for 
public knowledge, 

The Superintendent is responsible to see that all policies of the 
school districts are carried out, that funds are spent as budgeted and 
that he exerts the leadership necessary so that the educational system 
will meet high standards and the needs of all the pupils. 

All principals and other personnel are answerable to him. It is 
his responsibility to see that the schools are administered satisfactorily. 
Fis position is primarily a decision-making one. The principals, of- 
fice personnel as well as various other personnel come to him for an- 
swers that are usuallynot spelled out and he must assume the responsi- 
bility for the decision. 

Trouble-shooting is another of his concerns. If someone needs to 
be corrected, reprimanded, warned or even dismissed, he must make 
the decision and take action. 

Ile attends all Board meetings. He decides mainly what should 
go onthe Agenda. He helps gather information necessary to discuss 
agenda items and probably one of the jobs that takes much of his time 
is the follow-up of the business conducted at the various board meet- 
ings. Much time is consumed in following-up telephone requests from 
board members and others. 

A major responsibility is the recruitment of teachers and princi- 
pals. This is almost a six-month job. This year approximately forty- 
two teachers and two principalswere hired and there were several can- 
didates interviewed for each position. 

Probably the most important responsibility is the preparation and 
development of the budgets and at budget time there is time for lit- 
tle else. 

The superintendent gathers various statistics and makes projections 
on future enrollments, He is involved with school construction and 
planning, and attends meetings with building committees and archi- 
tects, 

He is the liason between the State Department and the school dis- 
tricts and is responsible to see that school laws are upheld. 

In the area of public relations, he has many responsibilities-- 
dealing with the press, Parent Teacher Associations, town Officials, 
budget committees, etc., and is the official representative of the school 
districts and Union on many occasions, 

He supervises and helps set upall bids. He is involved with trans- 
portation and cafeteria problems. He works in the area of supervision 
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of operation and maintenance of the school plants and summer main- 
tenance programs, aswell ascontactswith custodians and tradespeople 
as they work in the area of repair and maintenance, He meets with 
salesmen in certain areas, 

He attends school district meetings, and although not an active 
participant, is ready with various information that he has compiled, 

He should attend Superintendents’ Conventions or Conferences, to 
learn what is new in education as itrelates to the curriculum and teach- 
ing techniques and also observes what is new in the maintenance field. 
He should at least peruse if not study state and local legislation, ac- 
tivities and programs that now or’will in the future effect the educa- 
tional program. 


By law the position is described as having the following duties and 
responsibilities: 

He shall enforce or cause to be enforced the rules of the school 
board, the regulations of the State Board and all laws relating to the 
school attendance and employment of children and illiterates. He 
shall report to the proper officers violations of the laws of the State or 
of the regulations of the State Board relating to the administration of 
the public or private school or affecting the welfare of children. 

He shall direct and supervise the work of all Principals, Teachers 
and Janitors and shall have all powersnecessaryto make such direction 
‘ effective. 

He shall recommend teachers in accordance with the law and 
regulations of the State Board, Local Board. 

He shall select and purchase textbooks and all other scholastic 
apparatus and supplies in accordance with the regulations of the School 
Board and the State Board and see that the same are suitably distributed 
to the schools, accurately accounted for and economically used. 

He shall keep such records and make such reports of his doings, 
the conditions of the schools and the financial standing of the districts 
as shall be required bythe school board or the regulations of the State 
Board, 

He shall recommend removal of any teacher or other employee 
of the district found byhim to be immoral or incompetent or who shall 
not conform to the regulations legally prescribed by the State Board 
of Education, or by the school board, 

He shall provide for temporary vacancies in the teaching force 
and shall have authority to secure fuel or other supplies immediately 
needed for the operation of the schools, if the school board shall fail 
to provide them. 
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He shall admit in accordance with the laws of the State and the 
regulations of the State Board pupils to school attendance, He shall 
help assign them to such classes and grades as he finds their preparation 
warrants, shall advance them in accordance with their capacity and 
attainments and shall help to recommend to the school board their 
graduation when they have completed the program adopted for the 
school, 

He shall prepare an annual report for the school district. 

He shall supervise the program for alterations and repairs to the 
school plant. 

He shall direct the instruction, supervision and discipline for all 
pupils, 

JOB ANALYSIS - ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 

Responsible for improving and up-dating the curriculum and Teach- 
er supervision. Emphasis is on Junior High, liason with all High schools 
serving our pupils, responsible for custodians, custodial time schedules, 
custodial supplies, in-service training of custodians, meeting with 
salesmen.

Principals’ Meetings - Responsible for agenda, conducting of meet- 
ing, follow-up arrangements, etc. 

Responsible for group meetings to discuss items of interest, prob- 
lems and programs with teacher-principal groups - particularly at Jun- 
ior High level; also will give assistance to the group meetings at other 
teaching levels, 

Attend School Board meetings. 

Assist in Budget preparations. 

Prepare specifications, bids, oversee requisitions and purchase all 
custodial and operational supplies, 

Prepare budget recommendations for this department. 

Act as liason between custodial staff and superintendent or board.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


The excitement of utilizing a new school building for the first 
time always runs high. The added facilities opened up all sorts of new 
opportunities to the children, The multipurpose room and new library 
facilities have become such an integral part of our school that itis im- 
possible to imagine that we once got by without them. The opportu- 
nities for physical education, plays, assemblies and like activities 
have enriched every pupil's school experience. 

The year began with enrollments up by 55 pupils. The area of 
greatest increase continued to be in the 1st grade where 3 divisions 
proved to be inadequate, for enrollments soon rose to the mid-30's, 
This indicates that another 1st grade must be added next year. 

The oth grade size proved to be too large for 2 teachers, so in 
October an additional teacher was hired. This brought the number of 
teachers to 20, With a student body of slightly over 600 this brought 
the average pupil-teacher ratio to 30-1, which is just meeting the 
state maximum standard of 30 pupils per room. 

The curriculum was brought up to date by the extension of the 
modern math curriculum to all grades and the introduction of a new 
science series, One of our areas of greatest need is in supplementary 
reading books to add to the library, We are fortunate in having the 
town library in our school; however, we must anticipate the day when 
it may not be here and plan toward gradually building one of our own. 
All elementary schools are realizing the importance of a libraryso we 
must not be left without one if and when the present facilities become 
inadequate for the town library. 

We were fortunate in keeping many of our experienced staff and 
in securing the services of several new teachers: Miss-Annette LaBadie 
and Miss Elizabeth Johnson, grade 3; Mrs, Gertrude Greeley and Mrs, 
Marion Landry, grade 2; Mrs. Janet Baker, grade 4; Mrs. Louise Willis 
and Mr. Lowell Canovitch, grade 5 and Mr. Eugene Hingston, grade 
6. Each year the securing of new teachers becomes more and more of 
a task, Competition is keen. We had a total of 8 new teachers out of 
20. This represents a considerable turnover, which does not contribute 
to the continuity of curriculum or the quality of education. At the 
end of the year it was necessary to hire 7 new teachers for the follow - 
ing September, If this trend is to be halted, efforts must be made to 
improve the salary schedule which is the chief contributing factorto 
this instability. 
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We were sorry to see the retirement of 2 of our veteran teachers - 
Mrs. Marion Smith and Mrs, Fannie Watts, Both teachers gave many 
good years to the education of the town's youth and I'm sure they both 
will be remembered by those countless pupils they helped through the 
years. 

The year also saw the appointment of a building committee to 
workwith the school board in determining the next buildingneed, The 
present school building of 22 rooms will be filled by September of 1965 
and additional space will be needed the following September, 

_ As the school grows and education becomes more complex the 
needs become greater and greater. Each March the citizens are asked 
to spend more to provide better services for the education of their chil- 
dren, Each year these needs have been met. Let us all hope that the 
children of Londonderry will continue to be able to be prepared for the 
challenges of higher education and future life, Quality education is 
the greatest gift parents can bestow. 

Plans for the future additions to the school must be made very 
carefully if these opportunities for better education are not to be sacri- 
ficed for merely more space, The day is here when decisions must be 
made as towhat type of upper elementary or junior high program will 
be offered, Educators can only point the way -- the decision as to 
how good the education will be rests with the citizens of the com- 
munity.

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


The health program for the school year 1964-65 got under way 
with the scheduling of three immunization clinics on September 28, 
October 26 and November 23, These clinics are under the auspices of 
the State Health Department and are administered by the district nurse 
in cooperation with the schoolnurse, In going over the children's rec- 
ords it was found thatmanyimmunizationswere not up to date, There- 
fore, it was decided to hold the clinics in the school auditorium and 
any child, with his parents’ permission, could obtain any needed in- 
oculation, This was in addition to any pre-school child, who came 
accompanied by his parent. 283 immunizations were given, 54 vac- 
cinations and 366 doses of oral polio vaccine. 

Unfortunately, even with the easy availability of such clinics there 
are children who have not received oral polio vaccine, Tentative ar- 
rangements have been made for another polio clinic in the spring of 
1966. 

We were unable to have the dental clinic this year, This clinic 
is set up in the school and we use equipment loaned to us by the State 
Board of Health, Much of the equipment we have used in the past was 
antiquated and in need of replacement. New equipment was ordered 
but did not arrive in time tomake arrangements with the dentist. The 
Clinics will again be held during the 1965-66 school year. 

Tuberculosis testing was done in grades 1, 3, 5 and 8, The Heaf 
test was used this year, replacing the patch used formerly. This test 
is more accurate and you avoid "lost" patches, 295 children and 
teachers received the test, 19received chest x-rays when the unit was 
set up in Grinnell School in Derry. 

Vision tests were done on all pupils, Of the 54 children found 
with defects, 44 were seen by their own doctor. 

Hearing tests were done on all children in grades 1, 3, 5 and 8. 
Of the 14 found to have difficulty, 10 were seen by their own doctor, 
A new audiometer was purchased by the school district for use in the 
Londonderry and Chester schools, The Lions Club of Chester donated 
a vision tester to the Chester school for use in both schools.
